CAFLINASSAILED 
INFORMAL REPORT 
UN ELECTION CASE 


Chairman Hamill Declares Con- 
gressman Must Have Known 
of Illegal Expenditures. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
renu of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 56.—Chairman 
Hamill of the House Committee on Elec- 
tions No. 2 today presented to the House 
the formal report on the Gill-Catlin con- 


tested election case. 

The report concludes with two reso- 
lutions, one declaring Theron E. Catlin’s 
election was tainted and the other that 
Patrick F.. Gill’is the duly elected can- 
didate and shal] have the seat in Con- 
gress from the Elevénth Missouri Dis- 
trict. 

Hamil heid the report until the close 
of the session was at hand so that Cat- 
lin would not be subject to the humilia- 
tion of leaving the House until ad- 
journment. The Republican members 
of the committee who voted to allow 
Catlin to hold his seat will file their 
reply this evening. Debate and a vote 
will be had next week. 

The Hamill report -.reviews the elec- 
tion and all. .the. evidence bearing upon 
the methods used by Catlin, his father, 
Daniel N. Kirby and. his friends, 

“The case reveals a definite violation 
of the corrupt: practices act of the State 
of Missouri with the knowledge and con- 
nivanece of the contestees,”” Hamill stat- 
ed in summing up, .‘and the perpetra- 
tion of bribery and wholesale fraud for 
the purpose of influencing. and securing 
votes. 


Law Seeks to Prevent Corruption, 
“The plain. course of the law is to 


prevent the excessive use of money 
in elections by limiting the expenditures 
which a candidate may lawfully make 
for personal expenses to a sum propor- 
tionate to the. votes as In.the preceding 
regular election. 

“According to this basis, the personal 
expenses of each candidate in the elec- 
tion were limited to $662. The sworn 
statement filed by the contestee in con- 
formity with this act showed an ex- 
penditure of $651. In the course of his 
testimony he corrected the statement 
by adding at least $60 more to this ex- 
penditure. 

“But a proper consideration of the 
testimony in this case compels us to 
conclude that, through the agency of 
athers for whose acts he Is unquestion- 
ably responsible. he expended a sum 
greater by thousands than that which 
he was permifted to spend under the 
law. Daniel N. Kirby, a successful and

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NEGROES BARRED, 
FIGHT FOR SEATS 





Offer to Let Them Sit as ‘“‘Sup- 
plemental’”’ Members From 
Florida Rejected. 


By Associated Presa. 
CHICAGO, Aug. i.—Contesting negro 
delegates from Florida and Mississippi 


.were barred from the Progressive con- 


vention by the National Committee at a 
stormy ‘executive session just before the 
convention met. While the committee 
deliberated, the negroes gathered in the 
corridors outside the committee room 
and raised their voices in indignant pro- 
test. When the decisions were made 
known, the negro leaders declared that 
they would continue their fight for seats 
before the Credentials Committee in the 
convention. 
Compromise Fails. 

A tentative arrangement was made as 
a means of compromise which was 
thought would settle the matter. The 
committee decided to allow the negro 
contestants from Florida to sit in the 
convention a# “‘supplementa!l”’ delegates 
without a vote. The Florida negroes, 
headed by C. H. Alston. protested so 
vigorously that the committee finally 
decided to throw out both Florida dele- 
gations, the negro and white delega- 
tion headed by H. L.. Anderson. 

In Mississippi, where the Progressive 
state convention had been called as 
a “Lilly White” meeting, the white dele- 
gates eelcted were given their seats. 

Negroes Indignant. 

On Saturday the committee had thrown 
out 12 negroes who contested seats in 
the Alabama delegation, with today’s 
decision, this barred all of the contest- 
ing delegates. 

Four contestants for seats in the Ohio 
delegation were barred. 

The negroes were indignant and excit- 
ed over the action of the committee, and 
there was some talk of holding a mass 
meeting.

was enlisted in the cause of Mr. Catlin. 
According to the record, he was a 
‘friend of the family’ and ‘experienced 
in politics.” He admits having expended 
$10,500. The whole of this vast sum 
was supplied by Daniel Catlin and Dan- 
jel K. Catlin, father and brother, re- 
spectively, of the contestee, with the 
exception of $250 contributed by one 
Chester Kern, described as a friend. of 
Theron E. Catlin. 

“The excuse relied upon the contestee 
to save himself from the consequences 
of his failure to include in his statement 
a report of the expenditure made by 
Kirby was that he had no knowledge of 
any money being expended in his be- 
half. 

“But he must have been aware that 
money in lerge amounts was being ex- 
pended for his benefit. The contestee 
made a thorough personal canvass of 
evedy district, where money was ex- 
pended in the company of the committee- 
men of each particular ward of each 
particular worker. 

‘‘He went into saloons, social clubs and 
various other places where drinks and 
refreshments were ordered in his name 
and where the charges wefe paid by the 
person accompanying him. 

“These persons were in most cases 
financially unable to make such pur- 
chases out of their own means. In one 
instance the bill for these refreshments 
amounted to $45 on a certain day, for 
which sum he reimbursed one Hank 
Weeke that night. 


Says Contestee Kuew. 


“It {s very obvious that in view of 
these facts the contestee was fully con- 
scious of the great cost which the con- 
duct of his campaign entailed. Indeed, 
he admits practically that he knew the 
campaign was requiring large sums of 
rroney, but attempts to evade the liabil- 
itv on the ground that the Congressional 
Committee was collecting the money. 
But we find that the contestee knew 
that Kirby was expending a secret fund 
intrusted to him by contestee’s father, 
both through the Congressional Com- 
mittee and in various other ways. 

“The Congressional Committee illegal- 
ly failed to report’ the expenditure of 
the money received from Kirby except 
to the extent of $1000, while the record 
shows that it received $6835. The can- 
didate failed to file a statement setting 
forth those expenditures, although the 
law requires him to make report on all 
expenses, to the best of his knowledge 
and belief, by any other person in his 
behalf."’ 

‘He lived at his father’s house, dined 
at the same table and there can be no 
doubt that the question of the campaign 
was fully discussed. 

“His brother and sister knew perfectly 
well that the money was being expend- 
ed; in fact, everyone in St. Louls knew 
that Catlin money was easily obtainable 
and was freely poured out—everyone ex- 
cept, as the contestee wishes to have you 
believe, himself.

“ "There was such manifest fraud and 
gross irregularity in each of these that 
it is absolutely Impossible to ascertain 
what votes in fact were honorably cast 
counted.’ 

“By following the reasoning set out 
in this decision the committee threw 
out the two ‘tainted’ wards and found 
that Gill had a majority of 481 votes 
in the properly voted and counted sec-

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HOTEL SUICIDE’S 


FATHER TELLS OF 


| ‘Pearl Kincaid, 20, Who Killed 
Self at Marquette, Only Daugh- 
ter Who Gave Trouble. 


Nema A: Kincaid, a prosperous re- 
tired farmer, now a resident of Spring- 
field, Ill., told in the Coroner’s office 
Monday the little he knew of. the last 
few months in the life of his wayward 
daughter, L. Pearl Kincaid, 20 years old, 
who killed herself with carbolic acid 
Sunday evening at the Marquette Hotel. 

He said he would have her body 
buried or cremated in St. Louis, not 
taken to Springfield, where the girl's 
mother, her three older sisters and her 
brother live. “It would be needlessly 
hard on the family to have the funeral 
at Springfield,’ he said tersely. 

Kineaid’s son-in-law, Dr. J. C. Wal- 
ters of Springfield, accompanied him. 
They returned to Springfield on a noon 
train, after giving an undertaker in- 
structions to hold the body awaiting 
their final order, to be given after a 
family consultation. ‘ : 

Only One Who Gave Trouble. 

“Pearl was our youngest daughter,’ 
the father told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
‘‘and she was the only one of our five 
children that ever gave us any trouble. 
Two of my daughters are married, and 
until Pearl began her recent way of 
living, no shame ever attached to our 
family. ‘ ; , 

“Her mother and I could do nothing 
with her. In the last year, since she 
Was graduated from _ the 
High Sctool, she repeatedly has gone 
away fran home, without giving any 
reason. or any satisfactory account of 
where she went. We took her back each 
time, hoping we could persuade her to 
do better. But when-.she went the last 
time we realized what it would proba- 
bly lead to, and I can’t say this was 
much of a surprise. 

“July 23, she left for the last time, 
telling us she was going to St. Louis. 
When she first spoke of going to St. 
Louis, she said she had a position with 

large firm, in clerical work, but 
wouldn’t name the firm. None of us 
believed that she had any such place, 
and I told her that she had gone far 
ough in her wayward and irrespons- 
ible life, and that the thing for her 
to do was to remain quietly at home. 
f told her she would want for nothing 
while she stayed at home, but that if 
she felt the need of employment, I 
would get her work in some of the 
stores in Springfield. 


Would Like to Find the Man. 
“She went in spite of all we could 


say or do, and it seems that she 
arrived at the Marquette Hotel] the same 
evening, with a man who registered 
their names as ‘Mr. and Mrs. C. B. 
Allien, Columbus, O.’ I don’t know who 
ithe man was. I would like to see him 
and tell him my opinion of a man who 
would take a young girl to a city hotel 
under those conditions and desert her 
there.”’ 

A plain gold ring, found among the 
young woman's ‘effects, had the ap- 
pearance of a wedding ring, and it 
Was Suggested that the young woman 
might have been married without in- 
forming her family. 

“I don’t think so,” said the father. 

Kincaid, a bronzed and bearded man 
hardly past middle age, gained the 
sympathy of those who saw him at 
the Coroner’s office. His sorrow was 
not the less manifest: because he faced 
the facts in the case frankly and re- 
frained from open expression of grief. 

The man who accompanied Miss Kin- 
caid to the Marquette Hotel departed 
fcur days ago, and she made a num- 
ber of inquiries at the clerk’s desk in- 
dicating that she expected him to re- 
turn. Sunday evening she Swallowed 
the poison in her room, then telephoned 
to the office for help. The house 
physician was called, but she died he- 
fore she could reach the city hospital. 

Had Been Much in Chicago. 

A diary dating from June 1 to May 20 
last, indicated she had been much in 
Chicago during that time. had lived at 
the Congress Hotel at times and had 
made friends in theatrical] and lob- 
ster palace circles. : 

Her name was written on the book and 
was found on the articles in the room, 
but her home address did not appear. 
An Associated Press dispatch contain- 
ing the name was received in the office 
of the Illinois State Journal] at Spring- 
field last Sunday night, and the name 
was recognized ‘there. The Journal 
notified the Kincaid family, and Kincaid 
and his son-in-law came to St. Louis.

Then Chairman of National 
Committee Says Contribution 
Was Taken After Election. 


“WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Norman E. 


Mack, chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee in 1908, today told the 
Senate Committee investigating cam- 
paign funds of that year, and also 
those of 1904, that the only contribu- 
tion he could remember having rejected 
Was one by Col. J. M. Guffy of Pitts- 
burg, Pa. Mack added that after Bryan 
had been defeated the campaign com- 
mittee’ was several thousand rollars in 
debt and Co. Guffey’s contribution was 
accepted. 
Murphy's Contention, 

The official report of expenditures 
which the committee filed at Albany in 
conformity with the New York: State 
law, Mack said, was absolutely correct 
and covered every dollar contributed. 

Chairman Clapp asked who were the 
largest contributors to the 1908 cam- 
paign. 

“The largest was Mr. Murphy,” re- 
plied Mack. ‘‘He contributed $10,000." 

The books before the Senate Commit- 
tee show that such a sum was contrib- 
uted in the name of Tammany Hall. 


Obeys Bryan’s Wishes. 
“Senator Clark of Montana contrib- 


uted $2000 to the Chicago headquarters, 
and I think about $3000 to the New 
York headquarters,” Mack added. 
“Several people offered funds but 
they were refused and they have rather 
Passed out of my mind.”’ 
“Why were they refused?" asked Sen- 


ator Jones. 


‘You probably suspect why,” returned 
Mack. 

“I was in Denver at the convention 
and on the way home stopped at Lincoln 
to talk with Mr. Bryan. He then and 
later said he did not want contribu- 
tions from corporations. 

“It was his fight and his campaign 
and I felt I should keep faith with him 
and not accept any offer from a corpor- 
ation or other source that was not de- 
sirable. I made up my mind that I 
would not do anything that would put 
him in the position, if he were elected, 
of being under obligations to those to 
whom he would not want to be under 


} obligations. 


“Col. Guffey offered to give $5000. 
He said it was the first time in his 
life that he had not contributed. I told 
him I would like to accept it but could 
not.”’ 


100,000 Contributors, 
“Why did you refuse?” persisted Sen- 


ator Jones. ‘Did he represent a corpora- 
tion ?”’ 

.“‘Whether he represented a corpora- 
tion or not, it was reported he repre- 
sented the Standard QOil.’”’ 

Mack then added that after Bryan had 
been defeated he, as chairman, accepted 
the Guffey contribution. 

“That is the only instance where I 
accepted money from a source where 
Mr. Bryan did not want it,’’ continued 
Mack. “I did not think I was betraying 
Mr. Bryan’s confidence by getting money 
to pay Dills.”’ 

Mack told the committee he wanted to 
correct an impression that only 25,000 
persons contributed to the campaign 
fund of $629,000. He placed the number 
af contributors at about 100,000. 

He mentioned the contribution by his 
own newspaper, the Buffalo Times, of 
$3000. He said he gave $1000. while the 
balance was given by 1200 or 1500 per- 
sons in Western New York. After 
Mack's testimony the committee ad- 
journed indefinitely.

He declares that. while the 
total number’ of delinquencies was 46 
less for the month of June than for the 
month of May, the delinquencies of girls 
were 10 more in June than in May. 

Lack of Commanity Effort. 

“This can be attributed.” he said, “‘to 
a lack of community effort in behalf 
of white girls especially. The public 
does not provide for them the. proper 
recreations. While there are such or- 
ganizations as the Boy Scouts and other 
boy clubs, there is little concerted ef- 
fort in behalf of the girls. 

“Delinquency among these girls has 
been increasing for the last few months. 
The Juvenile Court is not the remedy 
for the delinquent girl problem. It has 
:: hardening influence upon girls to 
bring them into court and we try to 
prevent it wherever possible. Yet num- 

ers of girls grow delinquent without 
the proper supervision.” 

In the month of June there were 10 
fewer children before the Juvenile Court, 
Fullerton reported, and 18 more neglect- 
ed children. He called this a good sign, 
saying it is better for neglected children 
to have the Court’s supervision in time 
to prevent them from becoming delin- 
quent. These are placed in the homes 
of relatives wherever possible. 

Would Get Homes fer All, 

The court at present has 2661 wards 
and there are 1735 others under super- 
vision of probation officers. There are 
926 in institutions. The intention ifs to 
remove as many children from institu- 
tions into private homes as possible. 

“Every child in an institution.’’ Ful- 
lerton says, “represents the failure of 
probation. If the Juvenile Court and 
probation theory were ideal, institutions 
for children would be unnecessary.”

New York Committee Plans to 
Save $60,000,000 to $120,- 
000,000 Yearly to Consumers. 





By Leased Wire From the New York

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—The committee 
on markets of the New York State 
Food Investigation Commission made 
public today its recommendations as to 
cheapening the cost df living in this and 

other cities of the State. 


New Yorkers, it is estimated by the 
commission, spend $644,683,000 a year on 
food, of which 45 per cent is mere cost 
of distribution, and a saving of 10 to 
2% per cent in the cost of that distribu- 
tion, which the committee believes its 
plans will cause, means from $60,000,000 
to $120,000,000 saved to the public. 
Findings of Commission. 
Among other findings of the commis- 
sion are: 
1. That the present retail cost of food 
in Greater New York is in excess of 
$600,000,000 a year and that 10 to 20 per 
cent of that sum can be saved in cost 
of handling. 
2. That the wholesalers add 10 per 
cent, the retailers and jobbers at least 
30 per cent to the cost of transferring 
food from the terminals to the con- 
sumers. How ‘much toll goes to the rail- 
roads and boats that bring the food 
here is not stated. 
8. That the “package” goods cost the 
consumer 4 per cent more than the 
same in bulk; that the trading stamp 
adds 3 per cent to the cost, and that 
delivery adds 10 to 15 per cent to the 
cost of operating small stores and 5 per 
cent to the large stores, and that cold 
storag? for six months adds 8 per cent 
to the cost 4 
4. That the great expense cf distrib-

Unless all signs fail the contest for the Demo- 
tratic gubernatorial nomination is between two 
candidates—Mr. Cowherd and Mr. Major. The 
Post-Dispatch, after a careful consideration of the 
two men from the standpoints of character, ca- 
pacity and records in public life, has urged the 
Democrats to nominate Mr. Cowherd as the better 
choice for the party and the people of the State.

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THE LAST OF THE MOHICANS. 

One of the most famous books ever written by 

an American, a book which has been translated 
into nearly all the languages of Europe, and 
which has had countless millions of readers, ends 
with these words of Tamenund, the Sage of the 
Delawares: “In the morning I saw the sons of 
Unamis happy and strong; and yet, before the 
night has come, have I lived to see the last war- 
rior of the wise race of the Mohicans.” Old 
memories of these words, somewhat dim perhaps, 
must have stirred in many minds upon reading 
a dispatch the other day from Plainfield, Conn., 
which stated that James H. Congdon, last male 
member of the Connecticut branch of the Mohe- 
gan Indian tribe, was dead there, aged 75. James 
Fenimore Cooper himself tells us that Mohicans 
and Mohegans are variations of the same Indian 
word, and that*the latter term was the one com- 
monly used by the whites. 
‘The great novelist, however, has made ‘“Mohi- 
cans” an immortal word, never to be dispossessed 
of its heritage of romance. The Mohicans were 
during two centuries the friends and allies of the 
New England colonies, but the tribe would have 
passed into oblivion with the Pequots, the Narra. 
gansetts, the Mohawks and so many others, Al- 
gonquin and Iroquois, if the magic of genius had 
not embalmed its name in a work of world-wide 
fame. James H. Congdon may be soon forgotten, 
but Chingachgook and Uncas will be of long dura- 
tion in that realm of the imagination that has 
such a lasting hold on memory. 

When Cooper gave to his story the title of 
“The Last of the Mohicans” he knew perfectly 
well that the entire tribe was not extinct, but his 
daughter, Susan Fenimore Cooper says, in her 
introduction to the romance, that toward the close 
of the eighteenth century, “the higher type of 
warrior and sachem had died out among the Mo- 
hicans.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

President James McCrea of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, testifying before the Board of Arbitra- 
tion at Manhattan Beach, has voiced a peculiar 
condition of affairs. Attempting to show cause 
why the engineers should not be granted a 17 
per cent increase in wages, Mr. McCrea said in 
part: 

“The railroads are in this position: Their rates 
are controlled by Government regulation. The 
rates are being continually reduced, while fixed 
expenditures are constantly increasing and are 


control.” ; 

Would Mr. McCrea have us to believe that the 
combined railroads have had no influence toward, 
creating this condition of constantly increasing 
prices of railroad equipment that is bécoming a 
heavy burden? How much campaign fund did 
these same roads donate to the high tariff party 
in the two last elections? How many million 
jollars has the difference in tariff-protected 
steel caused them to pay into the coffers of the 
Steel Trust? How many additional millions have 
they paid the Lumber Trust on account of the 
tariff? How many the Paper Trust, the Coal Trust 
and the Oi] Trust? Isn't it a fact that the thou- 
sands of small stockholders in railroads are losing 
millfons of dollars yearly because of the tariff? 
™n what way does a high protective tariff benefit 
the railroads—they have nothing to sell.

Isn’t it only corporations 
that have taken advantage of the tariff to create 
a monopoly that are the chief and almost the 
whole beneficiaries? 

What party are McCrea and the presidents of 
the other 51 roads going to support in the coming 
campaign, the one that will continue to protect 
these special privilege plunderers while they prey 
upon their own and other legitimate business, or 
will they in the interest of their hundreds of 
thousands of small stockholders and employes 
support the party that will reduce the tariff and 
wrest the power of levying tribute from these 
predatory interests? There is nothing compli- 
cated about the question so far as the railroads 
themselves are concerned. Let them turn to the 
Democratic party and support it, not for the hope 
of gaining any special privileges, but for the hon- 
est reduction of the tariff and for the legislation 
that will prevent trade-restrainnig corporations 
from preying upon their gross earnings, and they 
will soon realize a sufficient saving to enable 
them to meet all their accruing obligations.
